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CATHEDRAL MUSIC. 


T the time of the Reformation Cathe- 


dral Muſic was extremely intricate. 
Abſtruſe harmonical proportions, which had 


neither common ſenſe nor, in this caſe a 


better judge, the approbation of the com- 
mon ear for their ſupport, were univerſally 
and diligently ſtudied. Hence aroſe a mul- 
tifarious contexture of parts, a total diſre- 


gard of ſimple melody, and, in conſequence, 


a neglect even of ſyllabic diſtinction; inſo- 
much that notes originally ſet to any words, 
in any language, might readily be adapted 
to different words in that or any other; being 
alſo totally inexpreſſive of ſentiment, they 
were as well, or rather as ill, calculated to 
anſwer the purpoſes of praiſe as of penitence,

Accordingly, we find 
that the thirty-two Commiſſioners, who 


were appointed to reform the Eccleſiaſtical

One thing i is very remarkable in theſe two 


compoſitions, that thoſe parts or verſicles, 


which are meant to be pronounced by the 
Prieſt in a, kind of chaunt that frequently 
yaries very little from a monotone, are yet 
ſyllabically diſtinguiſhed by notes of dif- 
ferent mulical duration, and this with ſuch 
exactitude, that if we conſider them merely 
as marks of the length of ſyllables, and of 
due pauſes without any reference whatever to 
muſic, they may ſtill be looked upon as good 


guides to a Speaker, or reciter of thoſe 
parts of the ſervice. In the reſponſes alſo, 


which are noted for various voices, this ſyl- 
labic diſt inction 1s ſufficiently ended to; 
but. in the Te Deum and other hymns, 
| where ſomewhat more than intonation or 
chaunt is introduced, it is greatly if not 
entirely diſregarded. Figurate deſcant here 


begins to take place; which, if not ſo intri- 
cate and curious as it was in the Popiſh 
Liturgy, is yet too much ſo to convey to 


the hearer the words with ſufficient diſtinct- 


_ neſs, for him to go eaſily along with the 
choral performers and comprehend what 
ſentence. 
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ſentence they are ſinging: A defect NY as 
it certainly ariſes from the ſpecies of muſic 
there employed, ought to have been reme- 
died by one which was united more cloſely 
with ſyllables and their accents: Let the re- 
medy for this is ſtill to ſeek, for the nume- 
rous compoſers who fucceeded Tallis, in 
ſetting the ſame parts of the Liturgy, rather 
increaſed than diminiſhed this indiſtinction 
of the words, by introducing more elaborate 
harmonies, and by making the ſenſe, in 
conſequence, ſtill more ſubſervient to the 
ſound; and the later compoſers, tho* more 
intelligible than their predeceſſors, have not 
yet had the courage to ſimplify their muſic, 


ſo as to make it perfectly anſwer its pur- 
poſe. 


That muſical ſounds, when applied to ex- 
preſs words, ſhould have this ill effe&, does 
not certainly ariſe from the intrinſic nature 
of thoſe ſounds, we have many reaſons for 
concluding. Little as we know of the an- 
tient Greek and Roman Mulic, we may yer 
be certain, from the concurrent voice of all 
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antiquity, that it ( highly aſſiſted the ſenſe, 


and marked the meaſure ſo preciſely, that 
without its aid the higher ſpecies of Poetry 


were found detective . We know too that 
our own ſimple melodies; when they are 


really ſimple, and not broke into too many 
diviſions of notes, never induce any degree 
of obſcurity. Our harmony alſo, when it 


proceeds equably : and regularly, is generally 


as intelligible as a chorus would be when 
performed 1 in uniſon, and when it is other- 
wiſe, the defect ariſes rather from the inar- 


ticulate manner of the performer than from 


the ſpecies of compoſition. It is, therefore, 


only the miſapplied art, which combines 


a variety of parts in various intricate man- 
ners, and gives to the different voices that 
perform thoſe parts different words to ex- 
preſs at the ſame time, which occaſions this 
confuſion; a confuſion which conſtantly 
perplexes the common ear, and which the 
moſt practiſed in harmony cannot 9 
eaſily 9

The diſregard of melodious air was a 
9 conſequence of this affectation of 


harmonical ſcience, juſt as at the ſame time, 


plain and ſolid reaſoning gave place to me- 
taphyſical ſubtilties, among the learned: for 


1 am ſpeaking of an age when every thing 


was ſcholaſtic; when there were Schoolmen 
in Muſic as well as in Letters; and when, 
if learning had its Aquinas and Smiglecius, 
muſic had its Maſter Giles and its Dr. Bull, 
who could ſplit the ſeven notes of muſic into 
as many diviſions as the others could ſplit 
the ten Categories of Ariſtotle. A deſcant of 
thirtie-· eight proportions of fondry kind was 
the wonderful work of Maiſtre Giles; but 
Dr. Bull could produce to the aſtoniſhed 
reader (not hearer, for the hearer would 
know nothing of the matter) a piece of 
harmony of full forty parts. I ſhould not 
have taken pains to put down this nonfenſe, 
were not an abſurd multiplication of more 
than four parts, even ſtill affected by pro- 
feſſed Harmoniſts. 


But 
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| But before I proceed further, I would 
| wiſh to premiſe that whatever I ſay criti- 
t cally on this ſubject, I mean to confine not 
| only to vocal muſic, but to that particular 
ipecies employed in our Cathedral Service.

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their craft in danger, when I ſeem to attack 
the very citadel of muſic : But I mean no 
ſach thing, I mean only to reſtrain them 
to a more {imple kind of harmony when 
they compoſe for the ſervice of the Church. 
In their Catches; their Glees, and their ſe- 
cular Canons, I leave them the free uſe of 
this complicated ſcience : I only wiſh them 
to be more ſparing of it when employed for 
the purpoſes of divine public worſhip. 


Neither 1s my opinion a novel one: Dr. 
Tudway, a ſchool-fellow of Purcel, Or- 
ganiſt extraordinary to Queen Anne, and 
conſequently a compoſer by profeſſion, had 
the boldneſs to declare, “that the practice 
of fuguing in vocal muſic obſcured the 
ſenſe.” Sir John Hawkins (from whom I 
take this and many more of my anecdotes) 
deems this © a ſingular opinion, becauſe it 
is contradicted: (as I own it is) by the beſt 
Maſters 3? and adds, this obſcurity is 
either the caſe or not, as the point is ma- 
naged:““ “* But till this laborious Compiler

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tells us how to manage the point, I ſhall 
be apt to think Dr. Tudway in the right; 
and rather ſuppoſe that the mediocrity of 
genius, which Sir John imputes to him (I 
know not whether truly or falſely, being 
but little acquainted with his compoſitions) 
aroſe rather from ſome defect of original 
faculty than from this ſingularity of opinion. 
But be this as it may, I have a much greater 
authority on my ſide than Dr. Tudway's, 
and this 1s no leſs than that of the celebrated 
Benedetto Marcello, who, though in ſubſer- 
viency to cuſtom, he has ſet ſome of his 
Pſalms in a harmony of many parts; yet 
owns, that this kind of compoſition, 
which is rather to be called an ingenious 
kind of counterpoint than any other, is more 
likely to pleaſe the learned reader who pe- 
ruſes it than the ordinary hearer, as well 
from the perpetual conflict of fugues and 
imitations, as from the multiplicity of mix- 
ed conſonances which accompany them in 


order to complete and form the chorus; 
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therefore, when the ſubject requires that the

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words and ſentiments ſhould be clearly and 
properly expreſſed, we find the muſic of this 


great Maſter for the moſt part compoſed for 
no more than two voices; and when he 


wiſhes to be more peculiarly pathetic (as in 
his Miſerere) for only one, On his authority, 


ſurely, I may ſafely reſt the merits of the 
cauſe, and ſhall proceed to adduce a few 
more anecdotes taken from this writer's ex- 


| hauſtleſs ſtore, to prove, that the earlier 


Maſters had not the leaſt idea of what we 
now call Vocal Expreſſion; and that thoſe 
who ſucceeded them were too much miſled 
by the affectation of muſical ſcience duly to 
attend to it. 


The firſt Anthem ſet to o Engliſh words, 
after the Reformation, I believe was that of 
Dr. Tye, beginning, Iwill exalt thee.* This 
Compoſer was Muſical Preceptor to Ed- 
ward VI. who allo, for his PupiPs uſe, ſet 
the farſt fourteen chapters of the Acts of the 
Apoſtles, having firſt tranſlated them into 
very conſcientious Poeſy; for he ſays of

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his work, in his dedication to his Royal 
Diſciple, 
Unto the text I do not ad, 
Nor nothynge take awaye ; 


And though my ſtyle be groſs and bad, 
The truth perceyve you maye. 


His moral motive for doing it is alſo deli- 
vered in a ſubſequent ſtanza : 


That ſuch good things your grace may move, 
Four lute, when ye aſſaye, 
Inſtede of ſongs of wanton love, 
Theſe ſtories then to playe. 


Yet, after all, his good ſenſe may be called 

in queſtion for thinking Hiſtorical narrative a 
proper ſpecies either to be converted into 
literal verſe, or ſet in regular canon. He 
had, howeyer, ſome authority to ſupport 
him, for it ſeems the“ boke of Kings,” as 
well as the“ boke of Pſalms,” (as he tells 
us) had been already verſified, if not ſet to 
mulic ; and this the good Doctor, who ſaw 
no difference between the two, becauſe they 


were both parts of rely Scripture, thought 
iufficient.

But to do juſtice to the age in which ſo 
abſurd an attempt was made, it does not 


appear that theſe muſical Acts of the Apo- 
ſtles received either the royal or the public 


ſanction; and although the muſic to the 


genealogy of Chriſt was received into the 
Liturgy by Queen Mary, yet it was pro- 
bably old Popiſh muſic revived, not new 
compoſed. In Elizabeth's reign no hiſtoric 
portions of the Scripture were thus treated; 
and, if we except the Creeds, no part of 
the ſervice was accompanied by muſic, Which 
was not either of the ſupplicatory or thankſ- 


giving ſpecies. 


I might here quit Dr. Tye, did not a 


curious ſtory, which Sir John Hawkins has 


given us from Anthony a Wood, tempt me 
to tranſcribe it. The Doctor, it ſeems, 
was a peeviſh and humourſome man, eſpe- 
cially in his latter days; and ſometimes 
playing on the organ in the Chapel of Queen 
Elizabeth, what contained much muſic, 
but little delight to the ear, ſne would ſend 
the to tell him that he played out of 
tune;

tune; whereupon he ſent word that her 
Majeſty's ears were out of tune.” In this 


Rory Anthony a Wood, without knowing it, 


and his Tranſcriber, without confeſling i it, 
has told us preciſely what the merit and 


demerit of Dr. Tye's muſic, and that of 


his contemporaries was; they had all the 
learning of their profeſſion without know- 


ing or aiming to make it uſeful. The pri- 


mary uſe of muſic is to pleaſe the ear, and 
of vocal to convey the words it is joined to 


in a pleaſing and intelligent ſtrain; the 


ſecondary yet much more eſſential uſe, is 
to convey ſentiment, and to affect the paſ- 
ſions. 


But as the Art of the old Maſters was 


deficient in both theſe points, many men of 
learning, who were either actual reformers 


or well wiſhers to that cauſe, reprobated it. 


Amongſt theſe the great Eraſmus declares 
himſelf an enemy (not to Church Muſic in 
general, as Sir John Hawkins ſuppoſes him 
to be, but) to a muſic © brought into Divine 
Service, in which you cannot hear any 
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word or voice diſtinctly; nor the performers 
have leiſure to attend to the ſenſe of what 
they ſing. The tinkling or din of the 
voice only ſtrikes the ear, and entertains it 
with a tranſitory, and * pleaſurable 


ſenſation.” * 


' Tallis and Bird, though they were con- 
temporary with Tye, ſurvived him ſo long 


| (particularly Bird) that they may be called 
| his ſucceflors. In Mary's reign they were 
of the court religion, and compoſed their 


Church Muſic to Latin words, but in her 
ſucceſſor's they were Proteſtants. Dr, Al- 
drich has adapted the muſic of two of 
their motets to Engliſh words; but when 
I ſay adapted, I mean only ſylabically, 
which, with regard to ſuch muſic, is a mat- 
ter of much facility; yet the intelligent 
hearer will find cauſe to cominend the in- 

genious

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genious Dean for his taſte, in finding words 
more ſuited to the original ſtrain than thoſe 
to which they were ſet; that is, if he care- 
fully peruſes the words which he hears ſung, 


otherwiſe I can tell him, from repeated 
experience, that he will find them almoſt 


utterly unintelligible *: Yet it muſt be 
confeſſed, that when the words are attended 
to by the eye, there is a plaintive caſt in 
the ſtrain which makes the celebrated An- 


them, I call and cry, ſomewhat affecting; 1 


think, however, a modern compoſer would 
Judge ill if he choſe to ſet the ſame words 
chorally. 


But the art of expreſſing ſentiment by 


muſic was in an imperfect ſtate, even in 
Italy, long after the time of Tallis and 
Bird in England. Claudio Monteverde, 


who was, as it is generally thought, the 
firſt compoſer of the Muſical Drama, called 
the Opera, publiſhed a ſet of Madrigals in 


the year 1638; in a preface to which he 


tells 


* The ſame may be ſaid of that celebrated piece of 
fall barmony, Non nobis Domine.

tells us, © that he is the firſt who has at- 
tempted to expreſs the livelier paſſions ; 
it is not, thereſore, to be expected that a hun- 
dred years before his time our Church Mu- 
fic ſhould have ſpirited movement enough 
in it to convey Sentiments of Gratitude and 
Thankſgiving, though it might ſerve to 
accompany in ſlow and ſolemn tones the 
the ſtrains of penitence and ſupplication: 
and therefore Dr. Aldrich did judiciouſly 
in putting the muſic, Which was originally 
ſet to a Euchariſtical Hymn of Thankſ- 
giving, to a Penitential one, to which it 
iS er ent the ſupplicatory ſtrain was much 
better adapted. 


It i is true, 1 that in Dr. Aldrich's 


time, i. e. in the latter part of the 17th cen- 


tury, a great and original Genius aroſe in

expreſa the different paſſions i is. | 
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this country, who, had he lived longer, or had 
the beſt parts of the compoſitions which he 


left behind him been made the object of 
future imitation, would have gone a great 
way towards advancing Vocal Muſic to its 
deſired point of perfection. In proof of 
this I need only refer to the Anthems of 
Purcel, which, in point of clear articulation 
and verbal expreſſion, (to which merit I 
am here chiefly adverting) are ſo much 


ſuperior to all his predeceſſors, contempo- | 


raries, and even ſucceſſors, that they ſeem 
to ſtand ſingle in this reſpect; inſomuch, 


that were they cleared of their ſcientific 


modulation, which they might be in many 


. — — ———— u — — 


parts without prejudicing their general har- 
mony, they would certainly be the beſt mo- 


dels of that ſtyle which ought to be obſerved 


in Church Muſic. 


1 et a ſtudious mind ſeems in general to 
acquire, by applying itſelf to what is an- 
tient, ſo great a prejudice for it, that I do 
not wonder the late judicious Dr. Boyce, 
after having employed himſelf many years 

in 
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in giving a correct and elegant Score of the 


Services and Anthems of the older Maſters, 
came to a concluſion very different from 
this, and declared, in a preface to the laſt 
volume, „that the early writers were not 
wanting in muſical expreſſion (though not ſo 
particularly marked); but that their ſuc- 
ceſſors (thoſe which I have allotted to the 
ſecond Series deviated from the gravity of 


their predeceſſors, and in compliance with 


the gay taſte of Charles II. had adopted a 


lighter ſpecies of muſic : However, they 
ſtill preſerved a ſolemnity and learning in 


their compoſitions which have rendered them 


laffing monuments of ingenuity and expreſ- ' 


ſion.” Now it is this learning and ingenuity 
that I chiefly object to in them: Solemnity 
and expreſſion I am certain they might have 


had without it, and the reſult would have 


been, that their compoſitions would have 
been more intelligible and pathetic. There 


ſeems, for inſtance, to be little learning or 
ingenuity in that very plain and ſimple | 


harmony which Purcel has ſet to Peace be 
within thy walls, and to O viſit me with thy 
E2 ,4. Aſaboation; 
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ſalvation; yet the expreſſion and pathos of 


theſe paſſages have a greater effect on even 
the learned ear than any complicated con- 
trivance in fugue or imitation which that 
ſublime Genius ever produced. But the 


muſical hiſtorian has gone farther“, and 
aſſerted, That Purcel himſelſ followed the 


example of Humphreys, Wiſe, &c. who 
had introduced into their Church compo- 
ſitions ſuch dancing movements as the king 
had acquired a great fondneſs for in France. 
I own I am rather more inclined to give cre- 
dit to what Purcel himſelf ſays in one of his 
Prefaces, that he has faithfully endea- 
voured at a juſt imitation of the moſt famed 
Italian Maſters, with a view to bring the 
gravity and ſeriouſneſs of that ſort of muſic 


into vogue and reputation among our coun- 


trymen, whoſe humour it 1s time now ſhould 


begin to loſe the levity and balladry of our 


neighbours.” It is true that this Preface 
was written a year after the death of King 
Charles II. and prefixed to a ſet of Sonatas ; 
but n he __ have humoured the 


monarch

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monarch in his ſecular mufic, I cannot be 


perſuaded that either he or the other great 


Maſters, ever admitted Coranto or Gavot 
movements into their ſacred Harmony ; at 
leaſt I can find no inſtances in them of ſuch 


depravity of Taſte. 


The only fault, therefore, that I would 
impute to Purcel, is what the mere harmo- 
niſt would deem his principal merit, that of 
purſuing the old Maſters in ſometimes too 
oſtentatious a ſhew of muſical learning, by 
which, though he did not obliterate pathos 


and expreſſion, he frequently rendered it 


leſs forcible and ſtriking ; and what is true 


of him, is ſtill more true of all his prede- 


ceſſors and contemporaries in that era. 


It would have been happy for the Art if 
Purcel's ſucceſſors had attempted to rectify 
this defect in their own compoſitions ; but 
inſtead of doing ſo they ſuperadded a new 
one, and this from a natural, and in fome 


degree exculalle, cauſe: For it is here to be 


obſerved, 
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obſerved, that it was not above a century ago, 
and when Purcel was in the meridian of 
his ſhort life, that the powers and delicacies 
of the human voice began to be ſomewhat 
attended to. Before that period, to ſing, as it 
is called, in tune and in time, ſeems to have 
been the only merit required from the per- 
formers; for the old vocal muſic being 
almoſt conſtantly choral, or moving in a 
ſucceſſion of ſhort intervals, it demanded 


5 only that every part ſhould be equally au- 


dible; it required no flexibility of throat, 
or delicacy in the organs of ſound; for 
when the performers had ſo complex a har- 
mony and ſo ſimple a melody to attend to, 
nothing except now and then holding out a 
note (che office rather of the lungs than of 
the throat) was neceſſary to produce all the 
execution required; but when air and me- 
lody became more prevalent, as they did at 
this time, the powers of the human voice 
were more ſtudied and more cultivated : 
Firſt, indeed, for the uſe of the Theatre, 
where the delicacies of a fine voice were 
more in their place; but they ſoon, as might 
| « BS 
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be expat; were introduced into che chuck 
This revolution, as it may be called in 
vocal muſic, though attended with much 
additional pleaſure to the hearer, induced 
alſo a new defect in point of ſimplicity, 
which, as the old one of complex harmony 
was not removed, prevented the art from 
attaining to what I call its perfection in the 
next century. The defect I mean, is that 
of long and intricate diviſions, unneceſſary, 
if not improper, repetitions of parts of the 
melody. 


The firſt compoſer, who ſeems to have 


given much into this error, is Dr. Croft. 


In his time it ſeems there was a very fine 


Contra- Tenor in the Royal Chapel, called 
Elford, to whom, in the preface to his An- 
thems, he gives great and I ſuppoſe deſerved 
applauſe, and for whoſe voice he purpoſely 
ſet ſeveral Solos. Where a voice (conſidered 
as an inſtrument) is to be ſhewn, the fritter- 
ing of one ſyllable into perhaps almoſt a 
century of ſemiquavers, is-perhaps the beſt 
and only expedient for ſhewing its executive 
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powers; for, though it has other powers, 
and thoſe =; a kind which no other in- 
ſtrument can rival, yet the term Execution is 
generally applied to that volubility of throat 
which expreſſes accurately ſuch diviſions, 
and the quicker the ſucceſſion of notes in 
theſe diviſions, the more perfect are deemed 
the performers powers in this point. This 
being the caſe, the reader, I dare fay, is 
ready with his aſſent to my aſſertion, that 


à too great indulgence, or indeed any at 


all, to the performer in theſe inſtrumental 
tricks, muſt not only greatly diminiſh the 
gravity and ſolemnity of Church Muſic, 
but alſo render it, as a vehicle for words, 
much leſs intelligible ; and when to this is 


added the ſame affectation of ſcience which 


prevailed before in the compoſer, it might 
reaſonably be expected that the art would 
nov be rendered totally unfit for the purpoſe, 
and that the compoſer, in this latter period, 
facrificing both to his own and the per- 
formers reputation, had rendered his muſic 
totally unintelligible. 


This 
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This, however, is not the fact: for tho? 
almoſt all the Scholars of Croft gave, as 
much as their Maſter, into this faſhionable 
folly, yet ſtill when we compare theirs 
with the works of their predeceſſors, we 
find them full as intelligible as thoſe in the 
ſecond #ra, and much more fo than thoſe in 
the firſt. Nor is the phenomenon difficult to 


account for, if we conſider the nature of 


air and melody, which, when ſimple and 
unadulterated with foreign mixtures, never 
obſcure verbal expreſſion. But theſe Ma- 
ſters, at leaſt in the outſet of their ſtrains, 
were careful to preſerve air; and as, for 
the fake of this, they admitted a variety of 
melody to many repetitions of the ſame 
verbal paſſage, it is clear that theſe very re- 
petitions, though blameable in one ſenſe, 
as taking from ſolemnity, were yet uſeful 
in another, as affording different channels, 
through ſome one of which the words would 
certainly be conveyed to the hearer. 


The foregoing remarks, though many of 
them refer IO to that part of our Cathe- 
| dral

dral Muſic, called the Anthem, will yet be 
found to apply even with greater force to 
thoſe Hymns which Church Muſicians call 
by the technical term of Services, by which 
they mean the Te Deum, Magniſicat, &c. 
which the Rubric appoints to be ſung after 
the firſt and ſecond Leſſons at —_— and 
Evening Prayer. 


The malic uſually applied to theſe is ſo 


all other, that it may be called ſui generis. 
The length of the majority of theſe Hymns

peculiar in itſelf, and differs ſo much from} 


will not admit them to be ſet in a continued 


| xlili 
above to attend on that ſort of muſic. For 
tho' it muſt be owned that the more mo- 
dern Maſters have paid greater regard to 
ſyllabical accent and emphaſis than their 
predeceſſors, yet whenever the Laws of 
Quantity happen to claſh with the Laws of 
Counterpoint, they are ever ready to make 
the former ſubſervient to the latter, as might 
be proved from a variety of examples. I 


have often thought that this defe& was 
Yowing to the want of a preparatory exerciſe 


in the compoſer, to which if he would ſub- 


mit before he began to arrange either his 


melody or harmony, he would find it of 
no little uſe: Having made an experiment 
myſelf of the kind, I will here venture to 
give a ſhort account of it. 


I engaged a young perſon perfectly well 
grounded in the rules of compoſition, and 
of promiſing abilities as a compoſer, to at- 
tend to me for ſome time while I repeatedly 
read one of the ſhorteſt of theſe Hymns 
with all the care and accuracy, with reſpect 


to accent and pauſe, that I was capable of; 
f 2 ; ; and, 
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and, when he had got a complete ſentence | 
perfectly in his head, to write down on 2 
ſingle line, with the common muſical cha- 
racters, a variety of minims, crotchets, and 
quavers, equivalent to the times of my 
pronunciation, either in common or triple 

meaſure, as he found moſt convenient. The 
novelty of the attempt was a little embarraſ- 
ſing at firſt, but it ſoon became ſufficiently 
eaſy to him, and proceeding, ſentence after 

ſentence, he produced on paper, with much 
exactitude, the muſical time in notes, reſts, 
and bars, of the whole Hymn *, according 
to my recitation. The ground- plan (as 
I may call it) of the muſical ſtructure be- 
ing thus adjuſted, I told him this was the 
foundation on which he was to praceed in 
the compoſition of a new Service; that he 
was to obſerve all the dimenſions preciſely, 
and 


*The muſical reader will recolle&, that as * whole 
was written on a ſingle line, all the notes were the ſame, 
marking only one ſound of the octave. Hence this ſcheme 
regulated only the duration and pauſes, emphaſis being

and neither lengthen or ſhorten a ſingle note, 
or vary a ſingle reſt in the whole of the me- 


lody, and that his harmony alſo muſt pro- 
ceed under the ſame ſtrict limitations. He 


thought, as might be expected, this law 


wondrouſly ſevere, and ſeeming indeed to 
doubt the juſtice and ſagacity of the law- 


giver, pleaded ſtrongly to be at leaſt indul- 


ged in a few repetitions of the words in order 


to facilitate his modulation; this was refu- 


ſed, yet ſtill his youth and docility led him 


to undertake the taſk, till under all theſe re- 


four full parts, which anſwered my idea fo 
perfectly, that I ventured to practiſe his 
abilities under the ſame limitations on the 
Te Deum; but in this, before he ſat down 
to compoſe, we regulated together what 
part of the words ſhould be ſet chorally, 
and which in trio, duo, or ſolo, and for 
what kind of voices. He was even more 


ſucceſsful in this ſecond attempt than in the 


former. His compoſition had an unaffected 
ſimplicity in the ſtyle, and agreeable variety 


in its modulation; and in point of articu- 


lation 
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lation was ſo intelligible, that, without 


loſing any thing of muſical ſweetneſs, it 
expreſſed every word almoſt as diſtinctly as 
ſolemn ſpeaking : I ſay almoſt, becauſe in 
ſuch muſic, to produce this perfectly, the 


performers muſt alſo ſubmit to a new regu- 


lation, and mult occaſionally be taught to 
treſpaſs a little on the length of a muſical 


ng with the reſts within ir, ſo as to make 


it as much as poſſible accord with the true 
punctuation of the ſentence. 


The recommendation of this breach. of 
time, I know will offend the muſical reader 
at the firſt; but I would wiſh him to con- 
ſider that the invention of bars* in muſic is

*The Hiſtorian tells us, with his cuſtomary and commen- 
dable accuracy, that their © uſe is not to be traced higher 
than 1574, and it was not till ſome time after, that the uſe of 
them became general.

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of no long ſtanding, and their uſe not of 
equal importance in every ſpecies of muſic. 
In continued airs, and dancing meaſures, 
they are of eſſential ſervice: But to the muſic 
in queſtion they appear to me by no means 
ſo neceſſary; for tho* I would not abſolutely 
reject them, I would not ſuffer them to mark 
the time ſo preciſely as to occaſion any im- 
proper breaks in the continuation of a pe- 
riod : For this mulic, tho? very different in it- 
ſelf from recitative, ought in a great degree 
to be performed as that! is, and might occa- 
ſionally admit recitative into it, if we had 


a real national one“: But whether I am 


right or wrong in this notion, (which I 
know 1s too ſingular to find eaſy and ge- 
neral acceptance) I am perſuaded, from the 

ſucceſs

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ſucceſs of the experiment here deſcribed, 
that theſe Services by this means would be 
cleared of their principal defect, tho? per- 


formed in the uſual manner; for I have

generality of hearers, but approved by _ 
well. verſed i in mencws ſcience.

And let it not - be imagined "A Church 
Muſic, fo far fimplified as I wiſh it to be, | 
would require leſs real Art, or Taſte either 


in the Compoſer or Performers, than the 


complex ſtyle now in uſe. It is true theſe 


powers muſt take a different direction; for 
in order to make Sound ſubſervient to Senſe, 
the Compoſer, on his part, will find it 
neceffary to ſtudy the force and genius of 
his own language, full as much as the old 


laws of Counter-point;. to enter alſo, ſome- 
what philoſophically, into the nature of 


ſounds to find thoſe which beſt expreſs the 
different paſſions, 1n order to adapt the tone 
and movement of the ſtrain to the verbal 
ſentiment; and tho* he mult refrain from 


that 
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that part of his art which the eloquent 
J. J. Rouſſeau (under the article Fugue in 
his Muſical Dictionary) calls “L' ingrate 
chef d'ceuvre d'un bon harmoniſte,” yet he 


is precluded from no other exertion of his 
muſical ſcience. 


With reſpect to the performers, their 
buſineſs, it is true, will be rendered leſs 
operoſe, yet it will not, therefore, have leſs 
merit; for to ſing with taſte is ſurely more 
difficult than to ſing in tune. The effect 
of all thoſe ſupplemental graces which really 
ſerve to aſſiſt muſical expreſſion, they muſt 
diligently ſtudy, and judiciouſly apply, 
either to inforce a ſingle word, or give the 

er effect to a whole ſentence; nw tho? 
they muſt do this without facrificing diſtinct 
articulation to delicacy of tone, yet muſt 
they ſtill endeavour to hit that preciſe me- 
dium in the vocal faculty, which pronounces 
and ſings at the ſame time, and which is at 
once, in point of ſound melodious, and 
in point of ſpeech articulate. A merit to

attain z the reſt may be met with in every 
Catch-Club throughout the kingdom. 


I have now taken notice of every muſical 
part of our Cathedral Service, except that of 
the unaccompanied chaunt uſed in the ver- 
ſicles and reſponſes, and that other which is 
accompanied by the organ in the uſe of the 
Pſalter. As to the former, its long pre- 


ſcriptive uſe is its beſt defence, except indeed 


that in very large Churches it ſerves to make 

the voice more audible; and tho? the mono- 
tonous calt of it, in ſome meaſure, prevents 
emphaſis and expreſſion, yet by a minute 
obſervance of thoſe pauſes in pronunciation 
which come not within the reſtriction of 
even a comma in our marks of punctuation 
it may be performed with ſufficient intelli- 
gibility; and has this one great merit, that 
it prevents all affectation of what is called 
modern fine Reading, a thing almoſt as 
miſplaced in the Church Service as old 
curious muſic.

Concerning the accompanied chaunt uſed 

in the Pſalter, I agree with Dr. Bayley *, that 

« ſome regard ought to be had to the ge- 
neral ſubje& of the Pſalms for the day, uſing 
plaintive chaunts with mournful Pſalms, 

and chearful with thankſgiving.” But as 
the Pſalms, in their preſent order, vary ma- 
terially among themſelves in this point, ſo 
that a penitential one is often immediately 
d followed by another of a different caſt, I 
© MW would go farther, and wiſh that a Cathedral 
Pſalter was compoſed by ſome judicious 
perſon, in which every Pſalm ſhould have a 
peculiar chaunt affixed to it; and that theſe 
chaunts, ſucceeding one another in the al- 
lotted portions of the Rubric for the day, 
ſhould paſs from major to minor keys, and 
vice verſa, according to the eſtabliſhed rules 
of modulation. For this purpoſe no new 
chaunts need be invented, but only a good 
as ſelection made from the great variety now in 
d WW uſe. The metrical Pſalms, we know, have 
one I had their peculiar harmonies, and 1

know no reaſon why thoſe in proſe have not

It may be proper to obſerve here, that many of the 
Anthems in this Series, and ſome in the ſecond, are not

full harmony. They perceived that Choral Muſic was ill 
adapted to the ſofter ſtrains of ſu pplication, and that when 
it was applied to this purpoſe, it always produced the beſt 
effect when it was introduced by a leſs ſonorous melody. 

Hence we find that the more modern Maſters, in their 
fuller compoſitions, ſeldom retain a continued harmony of
